In the fifth edition just 
issued—London: Crosby Lockwood and Co., Stationers’ Hall-court— 
many extensive improvements have been introduced. The remark- 
able development of the great processes of steel manufacture, both 
of Siemens and Bessemer, and especially in the latter by the adop- 
tion of lime as a dephosporising agent, has made it necessary to add 
considerably to the chapter devoted to steel making. Important 
additions have been made both in the sections devoted to the con- 
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of the subject. In the former there are amongst others notices of 
the hematite deposits of Spain and Northern Africa and of the 
oolitic ores of Luxemburg and Lorraine, and in chemical section the 
more modern notation and notices of newer analytical methods for 
the determination of manganese have been added. The new edition

GEOLOGICAL {CHART.—Although sufficiently attractive, if not 
fascinating, when the first difficulties have been surmounted, ang 
the constant practical applicability of the science of geology to the 
purposes of everyday life has become apparent, there are probably 
few subjects which demand greater care on the part of the teacher 
to prevent the student feeling that the principles are so obscure 
and elaborate that to grasp and utilise them is a hopeless task which 
it is scarcely worth while to continue. The vastness of the phe. 
nomena with which the student has to deal, the lilliputian proportions 
of historic time as$compared with geological time, and the frequent 
references to chemistry, zoology, botany, and the natural sciences 
generally, which he hears in the earlier lectures on mineralogy and 
palzontology, all tend to excite the fear that the facts learned may 
be misapplied when the knowledge acquired has to be put to the 
practical test. Nor are these misgivings lessened when he is told 
that each paleontological relic is an infallible historical record 
telling the age of the rock in which it is met with or indicating its 
exact relative position in the geological scale. By systematising 
and by careful classification, however, all such obstacles as those 
mentioned are to a great extent removed, the necessary series of 
facts being so set forth that they can be easily stored in the 
memory without overburdening it, and in such a manner that they 
can be picked upon and utilised as required. For years past the 
Geological Chart arranged by Mr. John Morris, M.A., F.GS., 
Emeritus Professor of Geology and Mineralogy in University 
College—London: James Reynolds and Sons, Strand—has been 
equally appreciated by teachers and students, since it carefully 
depicts the various geological strata, from the oldest to the newest, 
and associates with each stratum those facts essential to be known 
in connection with it in order to permit of the several strata being 
at once recognised and identified wherever they may be met with, 
But geology, like other sciences, is constantly being enriched by 
fresh acquisitions of knowledge resulting from extended investiga-

CoPpPER AND T1IN.—Messrs. HENRY RoGERS, Sons, and Co. 
(Nov, 2), write :—Stocks of copper compare fairly well with those existing a 
month ago, but there is little Indian demand. Manufactured sheets are gene- 
rally quoted 81/. out of first hands. Yellow metal is unaltered in price, but ex- 
port contracts effected are small. The shipments of tin during October are un- 
usually heavy—1950 tons from the Straits and 995 tons from Australia, thus 
causing a sensible increase in our stocks, which are now 15,795 tons, against 
14,639 tons a year ago. Houses having direct communication with the two 
sources of supply, however, do not anticipate excessive shipments during the next 
two months, and the heavy fall in the price which has taken place during the 
month—from 107/. 5s. to 99/., is cue chiefly to the heavy sales of forward tin 
constantly pressed, which have had at last the effect of so disheartening 
holders, that considerable quantities of cash tin have been thrown upon the 
market by those previously sanguine. Opinions are extremely divided as to the 
fnture, some maintaining that there indications that the supply and demand 
are again equalised ; others believe the article to be simply depressed by specu- 
lative movements, and that the general reduction of stocks which has been going 
on for the last three years is only temporarily checked by heavy shipments.

A correspondent in a Cornish paper again refers to our remarks 
upon the “returning charge” of the smelters, says “we know 
nothing about it, and there is no such thing now as returning charge.

theories of chemistry or metallurgy, and their assays are not very 
accurate. Ore, which according to their assay, gives a produce of 
seven, will often upon a stricter analysis yield more, and the dif- 
ference goes to swell the already enormous profits of the smelters.” 
This was written forty years ago. In the present day assays no 
doubt are more perfect, and the “returning charge” isa “ basis” 
for profits “ and nothing more.”

THE MINERAL RESOURCES OF IRELAND—No, II. 
BY THOMAS TONKIN, M.E, 


Some of the quartz veins and iron pyrites in the West Cork mining 
district are known to be auriferous, At one time I was appointed 
by a London syndicate to examine a property there, but owing to 
pressing engagements in Italy I was then unable to test the veins 
more than a few feet beneath the surface. However I discovered 
gold in small quantities over a considerable extent of ground, and as, 
in some instances, the samples assayed 24 dwts. to the ton I am of 
opinion that a further test for gold in that locality would be very 
interesting if not found to contain the precious metal in paying 
quantities, In the same locality, on a former occasion, a carefully 
selected sample was found to contain 7 ozs. of gold to the ton. A 
long belt of mineralised ground extends from Shronagree, north of 
Ballydehob, along the south shore of Dunmanus Bay to the Three 
Castle Head, the western extremity, and small copper ore mines 
were formerly worked at Shonagree, Derrycorhoon, and Drienlamon, 
and from the latter place a considerable quantity of sulphate of 
barytes was obtained from a lode of that mineral; the quality of the 
baryta is good, being almost free from oxide of iron. Ten miles 
further west, on the same vien of country and in the clay-slate 
formation copper ore was discovered at Lackinbawn, Dhurode, and 
Balteen. At Dhurode, north of the village of Golien, a series of 
well defined copper ore lodes crop out to surface, the chief and most 
important of which is a large caunter lode that has been opened on 
to a depth of 30 fms., and several cargoes of copper pyrites obtained. 
This lode bids fair if operated on in depth to become a rich mine. 
It is a true fissure vein, and the lower levels presented a very favour- 
able appearance when the mine ceased working in 1868. At Balteen, 
west of Dhurode, some of the same group of veins have produced 
valuable specimens of copper ore, and at Three Castle Head car- 
bonate of copper associated with quartz veins is observable in the 
cliffs and protrusions of the strata above the more level portions of 
the surface rocks, 

Monuments of old Ireland’s feudal days are to be seen along this 
bold and picturesque coast at Dunbocon, Dunmanus, and the Three 
Castle Head, the strong pods of the ancient sept—the McCarthy 
More’s—towers of considerable strength and in remarkable preserva- 
tion adorn the landscape, and have stood the wild blast of that 
tempestous coast for centuries. Loneliness, however, now reigns 
supreme, and reminds one of the lines of the poet— 

O, Solitude, where are the charms 
Which sages have seen in thy face? 

At the Mizen Head, three miles south of Three Castle Head, a copper 
ore mine was worked many years ago, and a cargo of ore awaiting 
shipment having been left too near the waters edge became the prey 
of an ocean storm, and was completely washed away by the tide. 
This, however, does not detract from the value of the mine which has 
not yet received a proper trial. At the Brow Head, still further 
south, there is an undoubtedly valuable piece of mineral ground on 
which a mine was opened, and paid the cost of working from the 
sale of mineral obtained. Purple, grey, and yellow ores in a quartz 
gangue are the products of the lodes which are seen to great advan- 
tage in the face of the high cliffs which rise almost vertically from 
the sea 30 or more fathoms. A primitive system of operations was 
carried on at this mine,and when the water level was reached it was 
found that a new mine was indispensable in order that machinery 
may be put up to contend with the water, and funds not having been 
available the workings ceased many years ago. If a good shaft were 
sunk more inland than the old workings there is a fair field for 
successful mining at this place. At the summit of the headland 
there is a signal tower and telegraph station, and the ocean steamers 
to and from America announce their departure and arrival off the 
coast through this arrangement. 

Kast of the port of Crookhaven mining operations were carried on 
for copper ore, and a good system of working pursued; but results 
did not come up to expectations owing, it is supposed, to a disloca- 
tion of the veins in the deeper workings which appear to have been 
thrown further south than the mine levels extend. An extension of 
the West Cork Railway to the port of Crookhaven would open up an 
important mineral and agricultural district, and add greatly to the 
commercial importance of this safe and commodious harbour. 
Indications of copper and veins of that mineral are to be seen at 
Spanish Cove and Ballynezzard, through both of which places the 
highway to Schull extends, but they require examination to judge of 
their value in a mineralogical point of view. The veins of this 
district like those of Berehaven are chiefly east and west lodes. 

From Schull Bay to Roaring Water, a distance of 5 or 6 miles, a 
highly mineralised band of clay-slate country extends, and mining 
operations have been carried on at Coosheen, Ballycummisk, Cappagh, | 
Ballydehob, and Roaring Water for many years, resulting in obtain- 
ing large quantities of rich copper ore from large, regular, and well 
detined lodes extending vigorously both in length and depth; but as | 
the workings deepened funds were not available for extensive mining | 
operations, and consequently little has been done of late years, 

From the Coosheen Mines beautiful samples of malachite have 
been obtained, and it is generally believed that at greater depths this | 
important group of mines would be found richer than in the shallow 
levels. Remunerative employment, for which the facilities are | 
numerous, would do more to pacify the people than any legislative | 
enactments or coercive measures, prosperity would ensure prices and | 
contentment, while starvation and poverty beget anarchy and revolt.

NEW ONE-LIQUID GALVANIC BATTERY. 


A new battery of the Daniell class has recently been introduced 
by the Société Universelle d’Electricité Tommasi of Paris, which 
works with one liquid only, the copper and zinc elements are sepa- 
rated by a porous diaphragm; and the jar or vessel which encloses 
the elements of the battery contains crystals of sulphate of copper. 
There are two essential features in the new battery. The first is the 
employment of the zinc and copper metals in the form of wires, 
having a diameter of about 5 to 7 millimetres, twisted spirally or 
arranged in parallel lines, joined by curves or rounded parts when 
the vessel used is of a square or rectangular form. One extremity 
of these wires protrudes outside of the said vessel, and is bent hori- 
zontally to be directly coupled to the corresponding wires of the 
other elements in order to constitute a battery, which thus can be 
made up to any quantity and tension desired. The other feature is 
the replacing of the porous cylinder or vase generally used in the 
construction of the Daniell battery, by a sheet of parchment or 
dyalised paper arranged horizontally, and the edges of which are 
plaited or folded, and rise above the level of the liquid contained in 
the aforesaid jar or vessel. This vessel, which may be of cylindrical 
or other form, is constructed of glass, earthenware, gutta percha, or 
other suitable material. In it is placed a layer of sulphate of copper 
crystals, upon which is laid a coil of copper wire, one extremity of 
which is, as above stated, extended upward to the top and outside of 
the said vessel, when it is bent horizontally and serves as an elec- 
trode. Over the said coil or spiral is applied a sheet of parchment 
paper conveniently plaited or folded, and so arranged as to extend 
to the top of the jar, and separate the liquid contained in the bat- 
tery into two parts, which can communicate with each other only 
through the pores of the paper forming the said diaphragm, In the 
interior of the paper or ‘parchment cup is arrranged a circular piece 
of hempen cord or other like substance, upon which is placed a zinc 
coil, preferably amalgamated, and one extremity of which also pro- 
trudes from the said vessel, and serves for the coupling of the adja- 
cent elements. 

The vessel is filled, or partially filled, with pure water, or with 
water acidulated with 1-100th part of sulphuric acid. The battery 
will then act, as above stated, like a Daniell couple—that is to 
say, the sulphate of copper is decomposed into pure copper, which is 
deposited upon the copper coil or spiral and into sulphuric acid which 
attacks the zinc or other coil or spiral. The current obtained is 
regular, and moreover the metallic surfaces being considerable by 
reason of their form, the production of electricity will be consider- 
able, more so that the internal resistance of the couple is extremely 
weak, as the copper and zinc are separated only by a diaphragm or 
membrane of paper, or other porous material, which is nevertheless 
sufficient to prevent the decomposition of the chemically isolated 
metallic copper on the zinc. Furthermore, the invention is advan- 
tageous by reason of the simplicity of manufacture of the elements 
of this improved battery and the slight expense of its maintenance 
in working order as the most costly part—that is to say, the sul- 
phate of copper generates pure copper, which can be collected upon 
the copper coil or spiral; therefore, the invention affords the means 
for effectually obtaining fobjects long sought for—development of 
the metallic surfaces, reduction of the internal resistances, and eco- 
nomy in the primary cost and in the cost of maintenance of the 
battery. 








PRACTICAL MINING—PERPENDICULAR SHAFTS. 
The advantages of perpendicular shafts were ably discussed by 


before the Mining Institute of Cornwall on Tuesday. He had very 
little doubt that if in former years more vertical shafts had been 
sunk they would now be in a better position, in all the mines where 
the plan was adopted, to return tin at a much cheaper rate than 
they could now do. Having referred to the disadvantages resulting 
from crooked shafts, he said they must not think he was going to re- 
commend new vertical shafts to be sunk from surface in their 
more established mines. The majority of their shafts had been 
sunk on the course of the lode, and, as far as he had been en- 
abled to see, it did not matter how often the lode might change 
in the underlie.

| without compelling him to devote the small amount of time at his 
disposal for mental culture to the study of pure science which he 
can never hope will be of great advantage to him. There can beno 
doubt that books of this class can be best written by educated work. 
ing men, or men who have been actually engaged as operatives in 
the trades for the workmen in which they write, since high literary 
merit is of no importance as compared with telling the student that 
which he wants to know in language which he can readily under- 
stand. Mr.C. M. Percy’s volume—the Mechanical Engineering of 
Collieries. By C, M. Percy, M.I.M.E., F.G.8S. London: Colliery 
Guardian Office—is precisely one of the volumes referred to. It js 
thoroughly practical, scientifically sound, written in simple language, 
and contains a large amount of necessary and useful information, 
Mr. Percy’s position as lecturer on engineering at the Wigan Mining 
and Mechanical School, and at the Warrington School of Science, 
added to his previous experience about the mines, has afforded him 
the best possible opportunities for ascertaining what is required by 
those for whom he writes, and he has utilised these opportunities to 
the utmost 

The character of the work will be sufficiently indicated, and its 
systematic arrangement will be readily appreciated from an enumer- 
ation of subjects treated of in the several chapters. These treat of 
laying out surface plant, winding engines, their importance and pe. 
culiarities, and their different forms, the work of winding engines, 
the winding engine at Monkwearmouth, an efficient brake for wind- 
ing or hauling, colliery ropes, conductors and cages, colliery head- 
gears, pit banks or heapsteads, the tipping and screening of coal, 
steam boilers for surface and underground, three chapters ; and me- 
chanical ventilation, five chapters. Each branch of the subject is 
treated exhaustively and impartially, and there can be no doubt that 
the author has taken great pains to consult the best authorities and 
to give his readers the advantage of their teachings. The second 
volume, which is now in progress and will complete the work, will 
comprise such subjects as pumping, hauling, air-compressing, coal 
cutting safety cages, over winding, strength of materials, and so on, 
so that the mechanical engineering student engaged about collieries 
will have a fair opportunity of becoming competent in the various 
branches of his profession. The present velume is illustrated with 
over 200 diagrams, which render the particulars given very clear and 
intelligible, whilst the printing and binding leave nothing to desire.

endeavour to depress prices at which they may buy stocks. Those outsiders who 
are net acquainted with market operations naturally take a superficial view of 
the present aspect of affairs, but those parties who know about the practices of 
| operators look on with equanimity as far as the contest between conflicting inte 

rests are concerned, It isa fact that the speculation in tin attracts large num 
bers of men with small means, who, with good information, are eager to enrich 
| themselves by the anticipated rise in prices, The business of these parties be- 
| comes known to the men of considerable wealth, who take care that these spe- 
culative accounts for the rise shall be closed before the advance in prices takes 
| place. The reader will, with this light thrown on the matter, arrive at a pretty 
correct. conclusion as to the sudden drop in prices every now and again. It is 
the old story of the weak speculator being forced to the wall by the strong capi- 
| talist, and if the weak speculator be wise he will desist from a business in which 
he has no chance. 
In the tin trade, as in mining shares and other securities, that for which you 
cannot command money to pay, in order that you may keep it until a rise takes 
| place, you ought not to buy. We have before given it as our decided conviction 
that holders of shares in tin mines ought not to calculate upon more than 60/. per 
| ton for produce. Mines that will not pay at this rate are evidently no desirable 
investments. If proof were wanting for this assertion, we find itin the fact 
that 60/, per ton has been the average price for black tin during the past 30 years. 
Dolcoath, East Pool, and West Kitty, the three richest mines in Cornwall, can 
| make splendid profits with tin at this price ; perhaps larger than the most san- 
guine calculate on. As far as West Kitty is concerned, it must be remembered 
that the shareholders will not only receive large dividends with tin at this 
price ; but they need not, as far as has been ascertained, decrease their reserves. 
| And we have no evidence before us that the same remarks do not apply to East 
Pool ani Dolcoath, Investors in dividend mines should be careful to ascertain, 
as near as may be, the cost of production and the chance of further discoveries 
in their properties, Such knowledge should be easily gained, and the result 
would be sitisfactory and reliable calculations as to profits.

Iron.—-Like most other metals iron has continued easy in price 
during the past week. Business does not show much activity, and 
the general state of the market is without particular change. Fresh 
orders for all classes of iron are scarce, and enquiries are for the 
most part limited. Althongh manufactured keeps steady and quiet, 
and also without alteration, yet the pig-iron market is gradually improving so 
far as its statistical position is concerned, For instance, the public stock in 
Glasgow alone last month was reduced by 7126 tons, while that in Middles- 
borough showed afdecrease of 6080 tons, or a total reduction of 13,206 tons for the 
month ; and yet, notwithstanding this large decrease, prices have continued to 
display symptoms of ease, and almost daily become weaker. A tolerably large 
business has been done, but it has been at constantly reduced rates. The ship- 
ments keep large, and this perhaps is the chief support that the market derives. 
The want of a speculative enquiry is what gives such an inanimate appearance 
to the market. Notwithstanding the improved position of the market buyers 
are very shy to make renewed purchases, but at the same time it would appear 
that such favourable returns must sooner or later bear an important influence 
upon prices, and if continued cause a rally soon to take place. With regard to 
makers’ iron there is a fairly good demand, but without any noteworthy change, 
while prices continue to be steadily maintained at previous rates. 

This week the Glasgow warrant market opened with a flat tone and the price 
ave way to 50s. 514d., but on Tuesday, however, there was a large business doing 
rom 50s, 5d. to 50s. 142d., closing at the latter price. On Wednesday the !price 

was fairly steady at 50s. 2d , but yesterday it wasagain easier, and business done 
down to 49s. 11d., while to-day it has been again weaker, closing at 49s. 84d. 
The shipments last week were 12,116 tons, against 11,981 tons for the corre- 
sponding week of last year, oa an increase of 135 tons, and which makes the 
total shipments for the whole of this year 537,017 tons, against 486,093 tons for 
the same time of last year, and 579,178 tons for the similar period of 1880, There 
is one less furnace in blast than last week, the total now being 113, while the 
public stock shows a further decrease for the week of 2000 tons, amounting to 
619,095 tons, against 621,095 tons. The imports of Middlesboroug pig iron into 
Grangemouth last week were 8308 tons, against 3680 tons for the same week of 
last year, or an increase of 4628, ant which leaves a total decrease for the whole 
of this year, compared with last, of 49,219 tons. The Cleveland market is rather 
firm still, although barely so strong as a week ago, the demand being somewhat 
guiet. Quotations are for the most part quite nominal, the genoral price asked 
for No. 3 being 44s. 6d., although some makers quote rather more. Some second- 
hand lots have been sold at 44s, 444d.; but there are plenty of buyers at this 
figure. The price of warrants is about 44s. 3d. There is a further decrease of 
1048 tons in the public stock, and which now amounts to but 102,848 tons. The 
shipments last month are estimated at about 100,000 tons. For manufactured 
prices are firm—for ship-plates at 6/. 15s.; for bars at 62, 2s. 6d. to 6/. 5s.; and 
for angles at 6/.; while puddled bars are quoted at 82s, 6d. per ton. 

The Wolverhampton market is said to have been steady, and prices for the 
most part firin, sellers being generally indisposed to make concessions, while 
merchants, in some cases, are said to have been more disposed to pay current 
prices.

RemMARKS.—The enquiry for metals for shipment has been limited, 
and prices almost all round easier, The demand for speculation is 
only conspicuous for its absence, and this necessarily gives a very in- 
animate appearance to the markets, particularly as the recent rise in 
prices has to a great extent checked what demand there was for the 
ordinary requirements of the trade. These remarks will suffice to show that the 
quotations of the day are scarcely being upheld by what is actually going in the 
shape of business, and yet manufacturers for the most part remain firm in their 
prices, which must therefore arise from other causes. In the first place, there 
are still some old orders to be worked off, and while these contracts continue to 
give active employment to the several works there is not much likelihood of 
materially reduced rates being accepted, but this can scarcely be said to be the 
only cause of the firmness shown by manufacturers in their prices. Experience 
has shown that if once the demand is checked it is not so easy to restore it again 
tu activity, and therefore manufacturers, notwithstanding that they are for the 
time being well engaged with the old orders they have in hand, yet they would 
hardly hold up their prices against their customers unless the cost of production 
necessitated it, or there was a good prospect of a renewed demand setting in 
before the orders in hand were disposed of, 80 as to keep the mills, plant, and 
machinery going regularly, 

Present appearances of the state of the trade would indicate that the former of 
these two reasons is probably the chief cause to which the sustenance of current 
quotations is to be attributed, and it is worthy of note that the various reports 
show that even ruling rates do not give any 9 ny return to manufacturers. 
Complaints are general from almost all parts that current rates are not suf- 
ficiently remunerative, and if we take this statement in connection with the 
advanced value of fuel, as also with the uncertainty which still prevails in 
several colliery districts with reference to the demand made for higher wages, 
it is not difficult to understand the cause of the firmness which characterises 
the prices for manufactured metals. Manufacturers prefer to maintain their 
prices than to make sales at a positive loss, and as they hold enough orders to 
keep their works going for some time, they are buoyed up with hope for the future, 
particularly as in some districts there are already signs of these strike difficulties 
being overcome, while it must be —_ acknowledged that there is much to 
stimulate and goad on regular trade by reason of surrounding events. 

The markets lately have been made rather sensitive by sales effected by weak 
holders, and consumers noticing thereby the retrogresssive tendency of prices, 
may perhaps in some cases have held off the markets in the hope of being able 
te purchase more favourably later on ; but if this is so while they can now de 
rive their object, since prices generally are rather weaker, yet it by no means 
follows that they will continue to beable to do so for any length of time, be- 
cause if orders have been held in abeyance, increased orders must soon be given 
out, which would almost necessarily tend to cause a rebound in prices; and as 
stocks gradually become more and more concentrated in the hands of stronger 
holders, it stands to reason there will be less chance of any further or repeated 
decline in prices, 

Correr.— During the past week the demand has been rather 
quiet; but, taken on the whole, prices have been fairly steady, 
although for Chili bars symptoms of ease have at times been visible. 
According to the statistics issued this week the state of the market 
has not undergone any very material change, there being only a 
slight reduction in the total visible stock. At the same time, it is most satis 
factory to see that there has been even a small decrease, for it testifies to the 

fact that a good business must have been done, irrespective of what may have 
been tranancted for speenlation, for it will be in the recollection of the trade 
that the Chili charters for the first half of last month were exceptionally heavy, 
which figures have had to be taken into account; and yet, nothstanding this 
large quantity, there is no Increase in the stock, thus showing the supplies have 
not exceeded the requirements of the trade. 

We have, therefore, an evidence of a good trade having been done in the past 
mouth,and there seems no reason to suppose that in the future business is likely 
to fall off; and then, with regard to prices, of course a good deal will depend 
on the action of operators, but as the weak holders gradually rid themselves of 
their stocks there is less likelihood of a pressure of sales, and althou:h to a great

IRONSTONE IN LINCOLNSHIRE. 
ouncement of some interest and importance has been made

a the last day or two—that an extensive bed of ironstone has 
hee discovered at Digby, between Sleaford and Lincoln, on the new 


Great Eastern and Great Northern joint railway. This discovery will, 
of course, increase the value of the Great Eastern and Great N orthern 
;oint line as & railway, and it is also a matter of some interest to the 
jron trade at large. It is now about 25 years since attention was 
first called to the mineral wealth of North Lincolnshire ; the dis- 
covery which has been announced during the last few days indicates 
the existence of ironstone in South Lincolnshire as well as in the 
northern division of the county. The Digby deposits are stated to 
be of a very considerable extent, although, of course, we must await 
further information respecting them. The utilisation of the mineral 
wealth of North Lincolnshire has thus far proceeded somewhat slowly ; 
nevertheless, the progress made has been sure and steady, and the 
foundations of an important future industry have been laid. The 
same may be said of the iron deposits of Northamptonshire, which 
have gradually changed the character of the district about Welling- 
porough. The progress made in the utilisation of the ironstone de- 

sits of Lincolnshire and Northamptonshire would probably have 
been, however, much more rapid than it actually has been had coal 

been discovered in close proximity to the iron minerals, the exist- 

ence of which was revealed. This is the great secret of the extra- 
ordinarily rapid advance achieved by the Cleveland group. The coal 
and ironstone of the locality lay almost side by side, and hence Cleve- 
Jand has marched on with the strides of a giant. 

It is curious to remark how metallurgical industry has gradually 

shifted the scene of its operations as time has moved on. It is a 
retty well-established fact that at one time Sussex was distin- 
guished by a considerable production of iron. When Sussex metal- 
jurgy was at its best smelting was carried on by the aid of wood, 
and when the wood of Sussex ran short the iron trade of the county 
gradually died out. Now that iron ore is smelted with coal metal- 
jurgical industry has naturally shifted its quarters nearer to the 
creat coal deposits of the country. In the case, however, of the new 
discovery at Digby, the excellent railway communication now exist- 
jing in Lincolnshire very greatly facilitates the working of the de- 
yosits made available for consumption. It may be remarked, indeed, 
that as the island of Great Britain is of comparatively limited ex- 
tent,and as it is everywhere well supplied with railways, the working 
of ironstone in any part of the country has become a much easier 
matter. After all one great element in the utilisation of the iron- 
stone wealth of Great Britain is the continued maintenance of an ac- 
tive demand for iron. So long as British metallurgical industry can 
find rapid and lucrative outlets for its production so long, we may 
depend upon it, will the working of ironstone be carried on with 
yigour in this country. In any case it is probably an advantage to 
the iron trade that fresh deposits of ironstone should be made avaii- 
able for consumption, because one important element in the prodac- 
tion of iron at a cheap rate is a ready and abundant supply of cheap 
raw materials; and, of course, the more ironstone is opened out in 
various parts of the country the cheaper the supply is likely to be- 
come. The ironstone of North Lincolnshire has been favoured to 
some extent by its comparative proximity to the coal beds of South 
Lincolnshire. The new deposit at Digby is somewhat further re- 
moved from the South Yorkshire coal field, but is still within a compa- 
ratively easy distance of it, and it certainly appears to us that if it has 
been found possible to profitably develope the iron ores of North- 
amptonshire it will be feasible to turn to account the corresponding 
deposits which South Lincolnshire is now found to possess, 





THE MINERAL RESOURCES OF IRELAND. 

The undoubted rich deposits of copper, iron, and other ores and 
minerals generally which are to be found in many parts of Ireland, 
and which are only awaiting English capital and energy to develope, 
are quietly attracting public notice. Since we first directed public 
attention to the policy and duty of the Government to issue a Royal 
Commission to investigate the cause of the depression of the mining 
industries of Ireland, notices to the same effect have appeared in the 
English and Irish press, and our suggestion has created a favourable 
impression. We are more than ever satisfied with the correctness of 
the basis upon which we startel—that idleness—forced idleness—-of 
the great mass of the Irish population is the prolific parent of the 
bulk of the lawlessness, discontent, and crime of the people, and that 
permanent work fprovided for them would prove far more efficacious 
than all the mere Parliamentary enactments of the past ten years put 
together. We have shown in previous articles, and are still doing so 
from week to week, that the mineral wealth of the country lies un- 
developed, and consequently unremunerative for the want of better 
railway communication and better facilities for bringing the products 
to ports of shipment or marts of consumption. We are convinced 
that if a Royal Commission were appointed, and a full and exhaustive 
investigation made, the result would be a recommendation for a large 
number of new lines, opening up valuable maiden fields of mineral 
wealth; and we hesitate not to say that with judicious economy and 
management these undertakings could be made to pay very fair per- 
centages upon the outlay, abundant employ would be afforded at a 
fair average rate, and the miserable peasantry, who are now idle and 
half starved, would gladly avail themselves of the work offered them. 
With abundance of work prosperity would take the place of poverty, 
and lawlessness and disorder cease, A brief autumnal Session of Par- 


liament is now sitting: Is there no member, Irish or English, who will | 


take a utilitarian view of the question, and ask for a Royal Commission 
to investigate and report upon the chronic depression of all mining 
enterprise and manufactures in our once prosperous Sister Isle. 





THE New CLEVELAND INpustrRyY.—There is no place in Eng- 
land that in the course of a quarter of a century has made such 
progress as Middlesborough, owing to the discovery of the vast de- 
posits of ironstone throughout the Cleveland hills. It has made the 
town the centre of the iron trade of the kingdom, and during the 
last few years, owing to the enterprise of the ironmasters, it has 
taken a high position for the production of steel, as well as rails of 
that material, and is the first place in the kingdom where the mak- 
ing of Bessemer by the direct or basic process has been carried out. 
Now, it appears that the manufacture of salt from the brine springs 
has to be carried out on a large scale, and in this important branch 
Middlesborough promises to be a competitor of Northwich and Nant- 
wich, and, in all probability, in the course of a comparatively short 
time will surpass the famed Cheshire salt mines, which have long 


been in a crumbling and tottering state, by which a great deal of | 
property has been destroyed, and much more threatened with com- | 


plete destruction. It is only a few years since that Messrs. Mather 
and Platt, in boring for water at the instance of Messrs. Bolckow 
and Vaughan, proved that there was rock salt passed through. The 
Middlesborough dip being slight, the red sandstone will extend a 
long distance towards Hartlepool, the first strata which appears near 
to Hartlepool being the red marls with occasional contortions, caused 
probably by the solution of the rock salt. It is stated that if the 
rock salt in the lower marls should tail out southwards it is probable 
that as that occurs a development of beds of rock salt will appear 
Simultaneously in the upper marls. There is, indeed, every proba- 
bility that the rock salt will be$found to cover a vast area, and that 
it will be profitably worked in different directions. Messrs. Bell 
Brothers have bored to it at Port Clarence and are about to develope 
It. But Messrs, Bolckow, Vaughan, and Co, (Limited) at a meeting 
of the directors a few days ago were empowered to raise upwards 
of 300,0002. additional capital, which was principally intended to 
develope the salt deposits. We may, therefore, be sure that the 
Operations at Middlesborough will be carried out on an extensive 
scale. The same may also be said with respect to Bell Brothers, and 
there ie no doubt that these enterprising companies will be followed 


by others, so that this industry is likely to take root in Cleveland 
and become a most important one. It will have one advantage over 
Cheshire and Droitwich, for the pits will be but a comparatively 
short distance from the works, where vast quantities are annually 
consumed in the production of soda-ash and other chemicals. The 
Newcastle Chemical Works, one of the largest in the world, in the 
making of soda-ash decomposes nearly 1000 tons of salt weekly. 
| The Felling Works are also well known for salt-ash, refined alkali, 
| soda crystals, bleaching powder by Weldon’s and Deacon's process, 
|and also use a vast quantity of salt in their manufacture. It will, 
| therefore be seen that the production of salt on a large scale in the 
| Middlesborough district gives every promise of success, secing that 
operations will be carried out with the most modern appliances, to- 
| gether with plenty of capital as well as skill. 








| IMPORTANT MINING CASE. —The case of the Orrell Coal and 


| Cannell Coal Company v. the Corporation of Wigan was before Mr. 
| Higgin, Q.C., at the Institution of Surveyors, Westminster, on Wed-

Ia consequence of the sensational reports which pre- 
vailed a few months since as to the sales of land by this company 
and other in Winnipeg and the surrounding districts, some hundreds 
of land companies were formed in Canada, the majority of which 
have since utterly collapsed. During the excitement land could posi- 
tively be bought in the neighbourhood of populated districts around 
Montreal, Toronto, or Chicago, at a less price than was being asked in 
some parts of Manitoba! The absurdisy of such a condition of 
things could not long remain without producting reaction, and 
nothing could have been more calculated to injure the prospects of 
this railway than to inflate the price of land and so check that im- 
migration into its territory upon which its prosperity depends. It is 
to be hoped that the company will profit by this experience, and 
that they will discourage the bellicose tendencies towards other 
Canadian railways which showed some signs of existence while under 
the intoxicating influence of the land mania. 

AMERICAN RAIL WAYS.—Contrary to the expectations of those 
who predicted an autumn “ boom” in these securities as a result of 
the magnificent harvest and prosperous condition of trade through- 
out the whole of North America, they have exhibited a drooping 
tendency for same time past, and the market is now in a condition 
of lifelessness and depression. The explanation of this is nor far to 
seck, and there is little doubt that it is due to the fact (as stated in 
a previous paragraph) that the financial magnates of New York are 
overloaded with stocks for which they cannot find an outlet, either 
in America or Europe, Many of these individuals control certain 
railroads, and indulge in every sort of expedient to enrich them- 
selves by the concurrent manipulation of the stock markets and the 
starting of rival lines, “ cutting of rates,” “ breaking of pools,” and 
other similar devices, which have bevome painfully familiar to in- 
vestors by the events of last year. The experience of the “ railway 
war” has not been lost upon them, and having suffered so severely 
during that time they are not at all likely now to come to the relief 
of those who occasioned it. Later on, when the present speculative 
holders will have been forced to sell at reduced quotations, investors 
will have their opportunity for buying on much more favourable 
terms than at present. It will be well for all concerned to realise 
that, so long as English capital is protected, foreign enterprises may 
safely appeal for support in this country, but that any scheme which 
is promoted to compete with existing interests will be doomed to 
failure. 

NEW YORK, ONTARIO, AND WESTERN RAILWAY.—This 
is an improving property, now selling in the market at a low price 
28 per cent. It occupies a unique position among American railways, 
through having no bonded debt. It is expected that the new line, 
affording an outlet to New York, and upon which the prosperity of 
the company mainly depends, will be completed on Jan, J, but J 
think it safer to allow a margin, and not to look for that event till 
March. In anticipation, however, I think the stock may safely be 
bought, and I hope to treat more fully upon the subject next month. 

NEW YORK, PENNSYLVANIA, AND OHIO (LATE ATLANTIC 
AND GREAT WESTERN),—As anticipated in the special circular 
which I recently issued, these securities have suffered a serious 
relapse. ‘The issue of Messrs, Allport and Swarbrick’s report has 
laid bare a condition of things in respect to the mal-administration 
of the company for which the bondholders were certainly not pre- 
pared, and it is hopeless to anticipate any investment buying of even 
the Seven per Cent. First Mortgage Bonds at th present depreciated 
price until some explanation is given as to where the missing 
$56,000,000 (or the possible $64,000 000) have gone, without any 
benefit to the property, and until there has been a thorough change 
in the direction and management, which I have always advocated. 
There is much force in the recommendation in the report that “anew 
board should be formed of practical railway men of standing and 
abllity.” 

MEXICAN RAILWAY.—Active dealings in the securities of this 
railway have again been a very conspicuous feature of the} stock 
markets during the past month, and as usual a further increase in 
values has to be recorded.

These facts were elicited at the Conference composed of three mem- 
bers and the clerk of each of the vestries and district boards south of 
the Thames, which was held on Tuesday. After referring to the 
trouble caused by gas and water companies in the past, the President, 
Mr. E. Dresser Rogers, remarked the great question for them to con- 
sider was whether some rule should not ba laid down to prevent mono- 
polies in the future.

MANUFACTURE OF IRON AND STEEL DIRECT FROM 
THE ORE. 
A paper on this subject was read on Saturday before the members 
| of the Manchester Association of Employers, Foremen, and Draughits.

Mr. Jones described the operations of making 
pig-iron in the ordinary blast-furnace, and then gave a full descrip. 





It will be | tion of the process known as Bull’s process (because invented by Mr. 


| 41. C, Bull) of manufacturing iron and steel direct from the ore. He 
| stated that of late years the universal practice had been to produce 
| crude cast-iron in the blast-furnace, and then convert it into wrought 
‘iron or stecl, either by the well-known methods of puddling, th 
Bessemer, or the various open-hearthed processes. The crude iron 
produced in the ordinary blast-furnace contained, in addition to 
carbon, all the phosphorus and a large portion of the sulphur which 
had been placed in the furnace either in the ore, fuel, or flux, tove- 
ther with some silicon. These substances were reduced from thy 
| phosphoric acid, sulphuric acid, and silica in the ore by the solid 
|carbon present in the lower portion of the furnace. In the upper 
| portion of the furnace the iron is reduced to a metallic state without 
reducing these substances, the carbonic oxide not having suflicient 
affinity for the oxygen to absorb the same from either sulphuric acid 
phosphoric acid, silica, or oxide of manganese. 
In Mr. Bull’s process no solid carbon was used in the furnace, 
which was charged with nothing but iron ore and flux —usually 
limestone. The furnace was worked exclusively with gas, delivered 
into it in a very highly heated state direct from the producers. 
Highly heated air was also introduced into it in suflicient quantities 
to burn about 10 per cent. of the gas and maintain tho furnace at 
the high temperature necessary to allow the withdrawal of the iron 
or steel and cinder ina fluid state. Under this system the gases 
rising through the ore and flux were carbonic, oxide, and hydrogen 
| in equal volumes, together with the nitrogen derived from the ai 
| which had been blown into the furnace. These gases being pro- 
| duced entirely outside the furnace, there was no zone of gasification, 
| but only the zones of fusion, reduction, and carbonisation. The 
zone of preparation was removed from the furnace by an apparatus, 
| together with the system of heating the air, producing the gas, and 
constructing the crucible of the furnace to support the intense heat 
required. During the year 1881 the Société John Cockerill, of Se- 
raing, Belgium, built an ordinary blast-furnace 6 ft. diameter in 
| the bosh and 21 ft. high, fitted with Cooper hot-air blast stoves, and 
ordinary water-gas producers of the cupola type, when 5°354 kilo- 
grammes of iron were produced in 24 hours under this process with 
the gas, as against 645 kilogrammes by means of the ordinary blast- 
| furnace without the gas. The silicon was reduced from 3:40 to ‘15, 
| the sulphur from 1°61 to °23, the phosphorus from 1°76 to 1:10, the 
manganese to ni/, the combined carbon to *52, and the graphite to 
|'17, which proved conclusively that the mildest grades of ingot, iron 
jand steel, suitable for rails, cutlery, and the highest class tools, 
could be produced from the most inferior ores direct in the blast- 
| furnace. 
At the same time the output from the furnace was increased enor- 
mously, and the quantity of fuel required was decreased in almost 
the same ration. In short the advantages of the process were, that 
iron or steel ingots could be produced in any district at a cost much 
|lower than the most inferior pig-iron under the present systems, 
owing to the enormous increase of the output of the furnace and thie 
great reduction in the amount of fuel consumed. After the reading 
of the paper various questions were asked as to tlie details of the 
working of the new method, and Mr, Bull replied. An opinion was 
generally expressed that if the patentee, in the experiments which 
| he purposes to undertake on a larger scale than those hitherto at- 
| tempted, should secure the advantages which he claims for his pro- 
cess, a great step in advance will have been made in the manufac- 
| ture of iron and steel goods.—A vote of thanks was, on the motion 
|of Mr. T. Ashbury, passed to Messrs Jones and Bull for the paper 
and explanations.

Dr. Ager is now engaged in the preparation of his 
No. 8 code—the Mining and Engineering Telegram Code—of the 
utility of which there need be no question. Following the plan suc- 
| cessfully adopted for his other codes, he now invites mining and 
{other engineers and manufacturers to contribute such message 
| sentences, and quotations as in their experience have been or are 
likely to be of service in transmitting telegrams to distant countries. 
| These, no matter as to length, will be carefully compiled under thei! 
respective heads, and with a code word and number, either of w hich, 
if sent by telegraph, and being understood by the receiver of the 
| telegram, will ensure the greatest amount of secrecy, safety, and 
;economy. The code words have been carefully selected to meet the 
| requirements of the telegraph convention. Blank pages are provided, 
with code words and figures only, to be filled in with such private 
messages as may be suggested from time to time between the head 
| office and the agent abroad. A new and special feature in this code 
will be the quotations for standard machinery, &c., and for parts of 
| the same ; and manufacturers are particularly requested to note the 
unusual facilities afforded by this means in obtaining orders from 
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—— 
abroad, and in sending instructions to their agents. As Dr. Ager’s 
odes have stood the test of fairly lengthened experience, and as the 
words are all accompanied by a figure group from 00,000 to 99,999, to 
facilitate the adoption of that most economical system of telegrams 
_the figure system —it cannot be doubted that to many readers of 
the Mining Journal the No. 8 code will prove extremely useful, both

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CLAUSTHAL MINING SCHOOL NOTES—No. CCV.*

FLAT Ropes consist of from four to eight round ropes laid parallel, 
and connected together by a wire or wires threaded through in an 
inclined direction, alternately from one side to the other at an angle 
of 45° with the direction of the rope. The wire or wires are threaded 
through the centre of each strand, an opening being first mac le with 
apricker or properly pointed tool, which is closed after the wire has 
been drawn tight through it. 

The wire used for threading is usually of the same thickness as 
that of which the strands are composed. The strands of the alter- 
nate ropes are twisted in opposite directions, to obviate any ten- 
dency of the finished rope to twist. In some cases the wires are con- 
nected together by rivets, which are oblong or oval in section; the 
heads are likewise oval, and hammered round the outside circum- 


ring, and partly to prevent the wire from rusting. The end of the 
ring projects about 2 in. below the end of the rope, and has a screw 
cut on its inner surface. Into this is screwed a short thick bolt 
carrying at its lower end the ring for supporting the cage chains. 
The bolt is prevented from rotating by a couple of set screws, 

ARRANGEMENTS AT THE Pit-BANK FOR UNLOADING.—1l, The 
vessel containing the mineral is not detached from the rope. The 
mineral is often overturned on to the ground, but more generally 
emptied into wagons for transport to the dressing-floors. 

In the first case it is very usual to place boards within the shaft, 
and close to the mouth of the same in an inclined direction, so that 
the kibble as it leaves the mouth of the shaft is pushed aside some 
distance from the position in which it would be suspended when the 
rope hangs vertically. When free the kibble will swing back to- 
wards and past the vertical ; the winding rope is then rapidly run out, 
so that when the kibble reaches the extreme end of its swing it also 
comes on to the ground or an inclined platform, causing the greater 
part of the mineral to fall out on to the floor ; the remainder can be 
readily scraped or raked out. When the kibble is large and the 
weight of the mineral great it is more advantageous to completely 
overturn it. This is effected very readily in the following manner: — 
A short rope is fixed to one of the beams of the head gear, and is 
provided with a hook at the loose end, The length of this rope is 
such that the hook hangs from two to three times the length of the 
kibble above the ground. When the latter has been raised a little 
more than this distance above the mouth of the shaft the hook is 
connected to an eye or ring attached to the bottom of the kibble. 
The winding rope is then lowered, overturning the kibble, the con- 
tents falling on to the floor or into a wagon pushed beneath the 
kibble, 

When it is not necessary to completely overturn the kibble, but | 








‘The use of rivets does not appear so 
good as that of a threaded wire, as the fastening, owing to the fric- 
tion between the rivets and the wires of the strand, is more liable to 
become loose. Flat ropes have the advantage that the rope of which 
it is composed are of a smaller diameter than the rope where a round | 
rope is employed, and, consequently, allow of smaller pulleys and | 
winding drums being used, Again, the rope in passing to the winding | 
drum remains in the same plane as the winding pulley ; also, as the 

rope is coiled upon itself the leverage of the engine is greatest at | 
the moment when the weight of the full length of the rope has to be | 
raised, and hence the influence of the weight of the rope is less dis- 

advantageous than where a round rope is used. The arrangements 

for counteracting this disadvantage can be made much simpler in 

the case of flat ropes. The factor of safety for flat ropes shouid be 

greater than for round ropes, since the former may be subject to a 

greater strain in one part than in another, owing to the unequal 

stretching of any of the single ropes, of which the flat rope is com- 

posed. lat ropes when used in shafts of great depth can also be 

more readily made to correspond in strength to the strain upon them 

(which is, of course, least at the lower end of the rope), by having a 

decreasing number of single ropes from the upper to the lower part 

of the rope. 

In the case of round ropes it is much more difficult to make the 
section of the rope correspond to the decreasing strain on the rope. 
There are three ways in which this might be done. The first and 
best, which is, however, not yet met with in practice, would be to 
arrange the wire drawing machines used in the manufacture of the 
rope in such a manner that the wires themselves gradually decrease 
inthickness. The difficulties in the manufacture would, however, 
considerably enhance the cost of sucha rope. The second method 
is to successively leave out one wire in each strand (i.¢., the total 
number of wires is successively diminished by as many wires as there 
are strands), since in order to preserve a perfectly round rope any 
section should show the same number of wires in each strand. The 
third method is to retain the same total number of wires, but in the 
manufacture to make up each fall length of wire of several shorter 
wires successively of smaller dimensions. In either of these last two 
cases, however, the diminution of strength takes place by successive 
sudden decreases in section, and at comparatively great distances, so 
that the actual form is only an approximation to the theoretical. All 
three arrangements, however, have the great disadvantage that as 
they are coiled upon the drum the upper coils slip into the V recess 
between lower coils, and a considerable space is left between two 
aljoining coils of the upper coils, which in some places will lead toa | 
wedging of the rope, resulting in friction, loss of power and rapid 
wear of the wires, and a great irregularity in coiling and in the 
strains thrown upon the rope, especially when the rope is being paid 
off from the drum, which will produce great oscillation of that part | 
of the rope between the winding pulley and the winding drum. 
The winding rope is connected to the cage usually by four chains, and 
in some rare cases by one only. One chain is attached to each of the 
four corners of the cage, and run upwards to the shackle of the wind- 
ing rope, Sometimes the ends of all four chains are connected to a 
single ring on the shackle of the winding rope. In many other cases 
two smaller rings are attached to the shackle or a large rin?? the 
four connecting chains being attached pair-wise to the former. 

Very important is the construction of the winding rope shackle. 
Perhaps the simplest construction, and one employed for both round 
and flat ropes is that in which the rope is bent round a ring (with 
semicircular section in the case of round ropes). The end of the 
rope’ is carried upwards, and laid close to the other portion of the 
rope. The two portions are then clasped between two plates of iron, 
Which are flat for flat ropes, and semicircular in section for round 
ropes, These two plates are then drawn tight together by means of 
nuts and bolts. A passage is made through the two portions of the 
rope for the bolts by means of a suitably sized pricker or round 
tapered tool. In place of nuts and bolts rivets are often used. 

Another arrangement for round ropes is, after bending the rope 
round the ring and laying the end of the rope with the strands un- 
twisted or opened out close to the other portion of the rope. An 
oval shaped collar or thimble is passed over these, and pushed well 
down towards the ring. The loose ends are then brought downwards 
on the outside of the collar and threaded up again within the collar. 
The loose ends are then cut off at various lengths, and laid with a 
very slight twist round the untwisted portion of the rope, so that the 
outside surface gradually tapers from the collar upwards tothe normal 
thickness of the rope. Commencing an inch or so below the collar | 
ilength of thin wire is coiled close and tight round the portion 
where the rope is double. In many places the above arrangement, 
but without the oval collar or thimble, is employed. 

A third arrangement is to lay the rope between two side plates, 
Which are drawn tight towards each other by eight or ten nuts and 
bolts, The rope is bent round the bolts, and the loose end above , 
the plates laid close against the other portion of the rope, where they 
are wrapped round with fine iron wire. A central pin or axis passes 
through the two plates, and on it is hinged the shackle supporting 
the large ring, the four connecting chains from the cage being 
attached to this latter. ; 

The fourth arrangement is as follows :—The rope is passed through 
ating three to four diameters in length, bored out cylindrical, and 
turned with a slight taper on the outside. The end of the rope 
's untwisted, and the separate wires are bent outwards and upwards 
on the outside of the ring. A second ring or cylinder, bored out 
Conically to the same taper as the outside of the first ring or collar 
18 passed down over the first ring, and the wires bent over it. To| 
the lower end of this outer ring the link carrying the large ring to 
Which the cage chains are attached is forged; and above the rings 
fine iron wire is wrapped tightly round the portion where the ropes 
are double. 

r modification of the above consists in leaving out the first ring, 
- = small end of the other ring is made but slightly larger that 

lameter of the rope. The ring is slipped over the end of the 
Tope, and the strands and wires of the latter untwisted for a short 
distance, and are then bent round and upwards after being cut off 
at various lengths, so as to form a conical swelling. The ring, which 
is bored out conically, is drawn down tight over the knot or swell- 
ing at the end of the rope. The ring is inverted, and molten zinc
